Lives of nearly 240 persons w ere: 
imperilled when fire swept the Old Bay 
line steamer Virginia, enroute from ; 
Norfolk to Baltimore, and burned her 
lo the water’s edge, just inside Chesa­ 
peake Bay early today. 
. So rapidly did the fire develop that 
many 
terrified 
passengers, 
aroused 
from their sleep by the ship’s bells, 
leaped into the bay without waiting for 
the life boats to be manned. 
Several 
are reported missing and a number 
slightly injured. 
Later reports 
today showed <• there 
were -MO persons aboard lite liner, and 
that they were forced to take to the j 
open se’a in small boats. 
The known dead this afternoon con-' 
sifted of three negro firemen, but it 
uhs believed that some passengers 
had been l<rst. Company officials said 
they 
could not 
determ ine 
whether 
lives had been lost among the passen­ 
gers until a com plete cheek of 
the 
passenger list could lie made. 
That the loss of life was no* heavy 
ws due to the fact that three vessels 
were in t h e vicinity and heard 
the 
distress signals. When they reached 
the scene their searchlights revealed 
scores of men. women aud children 
struggling in 
th e water and beU gj 
hauled into lifeboats. Many were w ith­ 
out life-belts. 
Survivors said that when the .sec­ 
ond lifeboat 
was 
lowered 
the line 
broke, throwing eighteen women in it 
Into the water. Soon afterwards an 
other boat with thirty-five women ov­ 
erturned.

to cut railway communication between 
Petrograd and Moscow and the Bol­ 
shevik! forces apparently must defeat! 
the Esthonians quickly or begin their 
retreat from Petrograd to prevent be­ 
ing la. in.lied in there. 
An A llied fleet, according to uncon­ 
firmed reports received here, is en- 1 
gaging the resurrected Baltic fleet in 
Hie Gulf of Finland not far from Pet-' 
rug rad, in co-operation with the Es 
thoniun army.

Build Roads for Ten Years in Future 


DOADS most be built with the requirements of ten years in the future in mind. 
There are 500.000 motor 
trucks in use in this country aud it is estimated that within the next five years the number will not be less than 
4,000,000. 
We have seen the impossibility of keeping traffic down to what roads will stand. 
Roads exist to serve the 
needs of the people, which can hardly be restricted to road conditions. 
Roads must he built up to traffic re­ 
quirements, with the idea of transportation economy in mind. 
Low cost of road building that means high 
cost of transportation is penny wise and pound foolish. 
Where light vehicles are sufficient for the requirements of the traffic comparatively little road repairing is 
necessary; but where the traffic is heavy the roads must be built to stand it. 
The greatest economy in trans­ 
portation lies in Urge units. 
One driver operating a large truck does the work of two or three operating small 
trucks. 
The maintenance, rent, and operating costs of a large truck are muck smaller iv proportion than for 
a number of smaller trucks providing equal capacity. 
It is an established fact that a 50 per cent increase in 
capacity gives a 15 per cent decrease in transportation costs. 
Fifteen per cent saved an all motor ^aspor­ 
tation whore larger units are needed would mean a saving of several hundred million dollars each year to the 
people and eftect a substantial reduction in the cost of living. 
The weight motor tracks impost on road surfaces is hmitod to 800 pounds per inch width of tire. 
Con­ 
sequently a largo track exerts no more relative pressure on tho road surface than a small one.

I rem em ber once a fine three-year-old 
bull was killed by a bear.

"Tile mares were wise," said Pleas­ 
an ts, "for they soon learned that a t j 
night thev were safest if bunched to -1 
gether in an open space. In that way 
the mares could fight off the lions, j 
We frequently found m ares that had 
been severely clawed. 
Roping a Lion 
“One day, in 1862, we were riding 
to a rodeo down tow ard w hat is now ' 
the Whiting ranch. I had several rid­ 
ers with me. We came to a steep, 
g rassy hill, down which it w'us plain 
that some kind of an animal had been 
dragged. 
"Down in the barranca among the 
w ater montes at 
the foot of 
the hill 
we 
saw a lion 
on the 
carcass of a 
horse. 
T hat lion had killed the horse 
and had dragged him downhill into 
the brush, and there he had filled 
himself as full of horse meat as his 
hide would hold. 
"One 
of 
the men 
circled around 
and came up from below*, and the lion 
broke out of tin* brush. The vaqueros 
were ready for him. for they threw’ 
their ropes and caught him. Ile fought 
and snarled, until he was choked to 
death." 
A tter 
six or 
seven years 
on the 
Wolfskill ranch, Pleasants moved over 
into the Aliso, settling at what is now 
Hie Serrano place. While tiler** lie had 
an experience with a mountain lion 
that illustrates the extent of the m en­ 
ace that a lion was to stock in the 
earlv days. 
"One 
morning 
my herder 
and I 
found th at a lion had been among the 
sheep," said Pleasants. "I found 
six 
dead sheep in the pen. and everyone 
of 
them Dad been killed by the lion 
cutting the throat and sucking 
the 
blood. 
“ After 
th at he 
picked 
up a full- 
grown sheep and carried it away in 
Dis, mouth, just like a mother cat c a r­ 
ries a kitten. W e follow-ed tile trail 
to a patch of brush, where we got 
sight of 
the lion, and I killed him 
with a rifle shot. 
"It was a beaut if iii skin and the 
lion was about as big as J ever saw' 
He was n in e feet from tip to tip. 
I 
fixed up the skin and took it with 
me into lxis Angeles and tried to sell 
it, but I couldn’t get an offer of a dol­ 
lar T here w eren’t many tourists there 
those days.” 
Antelope and Wolves 
During the first year or two that 
Pleasants was in charge of the Wolf­ 
skill ranch there was a band of an te­ 
lope in the Limestone canyon. T here 
were only a few of them, and they 
did not last long. Pleasants tried 
to 
prevent hunters from killing 
them. 
He said th at he did not know it, but 
he always 
thought that a hand of 
tim ber wolves that, ranged over the 
foothills killed them. 
“T here 
were 
seven 
of 
those 
wolves,” said Pleasants, “and 
t hey 
wore a wily and a troublesome bunch. 
We used to see them frequently, but 
we were unable to kill them. 
They 
wore big fellows, the tegular U niter 
wolves. 
Thev were particularly trou­ 
blesome in killing calves. We put out 
poison for them, and I think that that 
is what rid us of them. 
"One of the men working for me 
at 
the Wolfskill ranch was named 
Aramente. 
He 
had 
a son 
named 
Stanislaus, who was about nine years 
old when he was attacked by 
this 
band of wolves. 
"Aratnenle sent the boy over to the 
head 
of 
Peters canyon 
just about

catch a horse. 
The boy caught the

Fight With Bandit 
This story of Pleasants’ pioneer ex­ 
periences would hardly be complete 
without relating 'Oinething of the fight 
that he had with a bandit above the 
N arrows of 
Robber’s 
('ave canyon, 
probably better known now as Fre­ 
m ont’s canyon. In those days it was 
called Orqua canvon. O rqua is Spanish 
for "choked.” The canyon which to­ 
ward the upper end is wide-spreading, 


chokes down to a narrow gorge. At 
the lower end of the gorge is Robber s 
Cave, popularly so-called, though old­ 
tim ers 
know of no 
reason why 
it 
should have that name. 
In the wide upper portion of the 
canyon, Pleasants had a bend of rid­ 
ing horses for use on the ranch. 
One 
day he rode tip the canyon alone to 
change Dis jaded hors** for a fresh 
one. About one hundred yards above 
i the upper end of the gorge was a cor­ 
ral, and there P leasants saw 
three 
i men. and two of his horses were tied 
I to Hie corral. 
One of 
the throe men ro le toward 
Pleasants, holding out his’ hand in a 
cordial sort of a way as though to 
! shako hands. W hen within ten feet of 
Pleasants, the man jerked out a re- 
j volver and began shooting point blank 
at 
Pleasants. 
T he first 
shot went 
I through Pleasants’ right hand. 
His 
I horse, a 
high-spirited 
anim al, 
was 
plunging and jumping, and it was with 
difficulty that Pleasants, holding the 
bridle with ltis left hand drew his re- 
; volver with that hand and fired back 
with it. 
The fart th at his horse was 
plunging probably saved his life, for 
while the bandit fired six shots a t him 
at close range Pleasants was not. sen 
otisly hurt. One bullet hit his right 
arm , an other his leg and still another 


struck his horse in the neck. 
Bandit Escapes 
P leasants was shooting nearly 
as 
fast a s the bandit was firing, and he 
always felt sure that he hit the man 
twice in th e shoulder and once in the 
leg. W ith both revolvers emptied, the 
an t 
turned and spurred his horse 
up the ridge to the right, up which 
th e o th e r bandits on their own horses 
were already fleeing. 
Pleasants sent into Los Angeles Tor 
a doctor, and 
a posse 
from 
Olive 
trailed the bandits over the ridge to 
tho m onth 
of 
Black 
S tar 
canyon, 
where b lood y pieces of a shirt disclos­ 
ed w here tile outlaw's wounds 
had 
been washed and dressed, 
L a’er, it developed th at these men 
had escaped from San Q uentin prison, 
and made 
their way safely to Lower 
California, w here all three w ere soon 
afterw ard killed in banditry. 
"I was never much of a Hunter Just 
for the sake of hunting,” said Pleas­ 
ants. "Wild game was plentiful, and, 
of course, I kiV’ed more or less of it 
for food.”
